When Secretary McNamara Just before elec- 
tion' forecast a January cut In draft calls, he 
was generally assumed to be talking for politi- 
cal effect. The tlmlng'probably did nave politi- 
cal overtones, but now his announcement that 
military manpower requlreme.nts_wlll be one- 
third less next year than this year shows that 
something mora w as involved. The January 
"draft call.TncldentallyTwlirbe 167000 instead of 
27,600 as originally estimated by the Pentagon. 

Mr. McNamara' Indicates the military buildup 
wiircontinue next year, but at a one-third slow- 
er rato than that of 1966, when 800,000 men en- 
tered the armed forces. The leveling off Is made 
possible by a projected slower rate of .Increase 
for the buildup la Viet Nam. . 

Thb must mean that there will be a ceiling, 
after, all, on- the number of troops we pour Into 
Viet Nam.

A 1967 Gross National Product 
of $790. billion seems to be the 
estimate of many industrial 
economists, those who forecast 
for the insurance companies, 
manufacturers and-stock mar- 
ket people. . * . _ . _ 

That would mean a sizeable 
gain of about $50 billion In . the 
total output of goods and serv- 
ices, perhaps the best indicator 
of the strength or weakness of 

the economy.- - 

But, some highly regarded 
private analysts feci the GNP 
for 1967 might be as low as $740 
billion, which would mean no 
gain at all. Relatively speaking, 
such a figure could be termed 
recessionary. 

Forecasting Is essentially in- 
terpreting, and there Is a gener- 
al understanding among econo- 
mists that the bright view of 
statistics must be taken by 
some. " 

Manufacturers . of consumer 
products, for .example, are not 
likely to knock the estimates of 
their own sales manager. Brok- 
erage houses, by nature, often 
choose to look for the best. 

Other forecasters— steer— an 
undramatlc_middle_course, _of : 
ferlng no great revelations but, 
becaiififTn their independence, 
sometimes hitting the mark. 

On the other extreme arc the 
congenital bears who choose 
darkness on the theory they 
might shine like, a beacon. The 
dark side of. the forecastlng-flcld 
Is less crowded.
